Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 10 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First, the applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine Wu with 
Ruebben. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation 
would be to increase tensile strength. 

Second, applicant argues that Edson does not disclose adding a halide in the 
form of a salt or an acid in an acidic electropolishing mixture including a chelating agent 
comprising at least one sulfur atom. The Examiner disagrees. Edson teaches (col. 3 
lines 3-48) electropolishing gold alloys in an aqueous acidic mixture comprising thiourea 
(i.e. a chelating agent comprising at least one sulfur atom) and hydrochloric acid or 
fluoboric acid (i.e. a halide in the form of an acid). 
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Third, applicant argues that Edson does not teach high uniformity of polishing 
and improved surface finish. In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., high uniformity of polishing and improved surface finish) are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Fourth, applicant argues that the results listed in Table 5 of the instant 
specification rebut the prima facie showing of obviousness by showing unexpected 
results. In response, see MPEP 716.02(b) II. Applicants have the burden of explaining 
the data they proffer as evidence of non-obviousness. 

Fifth, applicant argues that there is not reason to combine Taylor with the other 
references. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Taylor teaches 
(abstract, cols. 3-4) applying a pulsed current to achieve a thin Nernst diffusion layer, 
which results in removing large asperities during the electropolishing. 
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
